Bristol Township police moved a step forward yes­ 
terday in their investigation of tile brutal bludgeon 
slaying of 27-year-old Walter Zwolak of Philadelphia...

Detectives William Edmund and 
Robert Clark were able to pin­ 
point Zwolak’* whereabouts until 
8:15 Tuesday night, 25 hours be­ 
fore his partially clad body was 
found at the shore of Lake Ida- 
line behind the Rohm & Haas 
plant, Bristol Township. He was 
killed by repeated blows to the 
head from a blunt instrument. 
After leaving work at Simonds 
Abrasives Co., Tacony and Fra- 
lay Sts., 
Philadelphia, 
Zwolak 
went to a bar he frequented near 
his Port Richmond home. He re­ 
portedly flashed $500 in the bar, 
claiming he won the money play­ 
ing the numbers. He then went to 
the home he shared with his 
widowed 
mother 
at 
2711 E. 
Thompson St. 
( hanged Clothes 
He changed his clothes, then 
returned to the bar. His mother, 
Pauline, was home at the time but

Ward Dies; 
Britons Await 
Girl’s Threat

LONDON (UPI) — Dr. 
Stephen Ward, key figure 
in Britain’s sex and se­ 
curity scandal of the cen­ 
tury, died today at 3:50 
p.m. (10:50 a.m. EDT). 
Ward, 50 - year old society 
osteopath convicted of living off 
the earnings of prostitutes, had 
lain in a coma in St. Stephen’s 
Hospital for four days before he 
died. 
He took an overdose of sleep­ 
ing pills early Wednesday, just 
hours 
before a crim inal 
court 
jury found him guilty of the two 
vice charges and freed him on 
three others. 
As Ward died, Britain waited 
with baited breath to see if his last 
girl friend, 22-year old red-haired 
! singer Julie Gulliver would make 
; good on her threat to expose the 
names of the highly-placed figures 
who did not testify at his trial. 
Miss Gulliver said soon after 
Ward took the lethal overdose of 
sleeping pills: 
Will Make Sure 
“Stephen is not going to die in 
vain, letting a whole lot of people 
get off scot free I’ll make sure of 
that. There’s a crowd of them 
praying for him to die so their 
names won t be mentioned. But if 
he dies I’m going to make sure 
their nam es come out.” 
For most of the 80 or so hours 
since 
he entered t he hospital, 
Ward had been kept alive by arti­ 
ficial 
means. 
He was drip-fed 
through tubes in his arm s and his 
breathing was maintained by an 
electronic lung.

MOSCOW (UPI) — Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk 
arrived here today with a 
bi-partisan group of sena­ 
tors to sign a partial nu­ 
clear test ban treaty which 
he said “we hope will be 
the first of a series of steps 
toward peace.” 


Rusk, understood to be carry­ 
ing 
a 
personal 
message from 
President Kennedy to Soviet P re­ 
m ier Nikita Khrushchev, will sign 
the treaty formally in Moscow 
Monday. It was initialled by Un­ 
der Secretary of State W. Averell 
Harrim an and still faces a Sen­ 
ate debate over ratification. 
Adlai In Party 
Rusk’s party included U.N. Am­ 
bassador Adlai Stevenson. 
The secretary said in a brief 
statem ent as he boarded the Air 
Force jet transport last night, 
that the treaty was an “ import­ 
ant step” toward easing world 
tensions but he said “we don’t 
know whether other steps might 
be possible at present.” 
President Kennedy said Thurs­ 
day at his news conference that 
an East-West non-aggression pact 
might be worthwhile if it provid­ 
ed stronger guarantees for the 
security of West Berlin and this 
was considered a likely discussion 
topic in Moscow. 
The Soviets have proposed a 
non - aggression 
p a c t 
between 
NATO powers and the Communist 
Warsaw Pact powers. The United 
States and Britain have promised 
to discuss the idea with their 
NATO allies but it was consid­ 
ered unlikely such a pact would 
come about. 
To Stay Four Days 
Rusk 
at 
Gromyko’s 
request, 
will remain in Moscow for three 
or four days after signing the 
treaty and is expected to m eet 
with Khrushchev- Rusk will confer 
with 
British 
Foreign Secretary 
Lord Home and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, who 
also will sign the treaty. 
Rusk said at his departure he 
was “especially happy” to be go­ 
ing with the Senate group “ be­ 
cause when the treaty is signed it 
will be submitted to the Senate . . . 
then they’ll have to m ake their 
judgm ent.”
